Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : — 

On 13th March 1971, information was received by 
Shri Nekram .Singh that a dacoit gang led by Kalyan Singh, 
second-in-command ot Madho Singh’s gang had come to 
village Khod. At a considerable risk to his own life, 
Shri Nekram Singh collected details of the plan of the 
dacoit gang. He communicated the information so ob- 
tained to the Superintendent of Police, and a plan lor 
the encounter with the gang was chalked out. Accord- 
ingly a raid was organised on the 14th March 1971. 
Shri Nekram Singh was deployed to assist the ambush 
party. Alter the ambush was laid, he waited at a vantage 
position with his platoon for the dacoit gang but his party 
was sighted. A group of 4-5 dacoits advanced towards 
him in order to make a dent in the ambush party and 
escape. In utter disregard of his personal safety, Shri 
Nekram Singh came forward and in a close quarter fight, 
shot dead the dacoit-leader Babu who carried a reward 
of Rs. 2,000/-. 

The encounter against the dacoit gang was organised 
under the overall command of Shri Ram Lai Varma. 
Shri Varma divided the Police party into two groups. 
Shri Varma himself undertook the task of searching the 
suspected area. When the dacoit gang clashed with the 
ambush party, Shri Varma with his party encircled the 
dacoit gang with a view 1o close the escape routes of the 
.gang, Finding themselves encircled, the dacoits became 
desperate and tried to escape. They fired at Shri Varma, 
who was standing at a high feature. Shri Varma, how- 
ever, remained undeterred and kept on firing and exhort- 
ing his men to annihilate the dacoit gang. After some 
time firing from towards the place held by dacoits stopped 
creating the impression that all the dacoits have either

been killed or ran out of the ammunition. Then, suddenly. 
Gar singh a notorious dacoit came out of the Nallah and 
made a dash towards Shri Varma. But he was shot dead. 

Throughout the encounter with the dacoits, Shri 
Balbhadra Singh kept on firing on the dacoits, from his 
L. M. G. When it was presumed that all the dacoits had 
been shot dead, Shri Balbhadra Singh took active part 
in the mopping up operations. When the dacoit Gar 
Singh tried to attack Shri Varma, Shri Balbhadra Singh 
engaged the dacoit. In the encounter, he had received 
serious injuries on both his hand but in disregard of the 
injuries, Shri Balbhadra Singh continued firing and shot 
dead the dacoit Gar Singh. ' 

Shri Fateh Bull was a member of the Police party 
which was deployed to search the area for the dacoits. 
When he was looking tor the dacoits on the right side 
of the Nallah, suddenly the dacoits tried to come out 
of the Nallah with a view to make their escape. Shri 
Fateh Butt rushed forward and opened fire on the dacoits 
and foiled their attempt to escape. In the dose quarter 
firing a bullet pierced through his right shoulder but Shri 
Butt remained undeterred and continued to attack the 
dacoits in disregard of his injury and his own personal 
safety. 

In the encounter with the gang of dacoit Madho Singh 
and Babu-Phoola, Shri Ram Lai Varma, Shri Nckram 
Singh, Shri Balbhadra Singh and Shri Fateh Butt displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and shot dead 1 3 dacoits and cap- 
tured a large number of weapons. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 
4(i) of the rules governing the award of the President’s 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently in the 
cases of Sarvashri Nekram Singh, Balbhadra Singh and 
Fateh Butt, the awards carry with them the special al- 
lowance admiss’ble under rule 5, with effect from the 
14th March 1971.

On 13 th March 1971, information was received by 
the Police that the gang of dacoit Madho Singh and 
Babu-Phoola had come to village Khod. On receipt of 
the information, a plan of action against the dacoits 
was chalked out by the Police and a raid was organised 
on the 14th March 1971. The Police party was divided 
into two groups, Shri Laxmi Narain Tiwari was detailed 
on the left bank of the Nallah leading to river Kunwari 
near village Khod as the leader of the ambush party. 
When the cordon round the village tightened, the dacoits 
tried to break the cordon with a view to escape. While 
doing so, they reached near the place where the party 
led by Shri Tiwari lay in ambush. On sighting the police 
party, the dacoits fired at them. Shri Tiwari directed the 
Police party to return the fire and he himself fired 
along with his party on the dacoits. The police party 
succeeded in inflicting many casualties on the dacoits 
and foiled their attempts to escape. 

Shri Ashiq Mohammad was allotted the task of search- 
ing the area where the dacoits were suspected to be 
bidind. When the police party tightened the cordon, 
the dacoits tried to escape from towards the place, 
where Shri Ashiq Mohammad’s party was deployed. 
Due to the vigilance and bravery shown by the police 
party, the thrust of the dacoits was repelled and many 
casualties were inflicted on them.

Shri Mishri Lai Karare was detailed to lead an am- 
bush party. During the course of the encounter, 
he came under heavy fire from the dacoits. Visualising 
the probable route of escape of the dacoits, Shri Karare 
leit his cover and made a brave charge on the dacoits 
and forced them to run into the Nallah. Shri Karare 
killed one of the dacoits in a close fighting. 

Shri Narayan Singh was a member of the ambush 
party led by Shri Ashiq Mohammad. During the en- 
counter, a group of dacoits tried to get out of the cordon 
and escape towards the river from the place which was 
occupied by Shri Narayan Singh. Shri Narayan Singh 
returned Lhe fire and forced the dacoits back into the 
cordon. 


Shri Satya Narayan Singh was a member of the search 
party. During the course of the encounter, Shri Satya 
Narayan Singh saw that the fleeing dacoits had taken 
covet and were firing with their automatic weapons on 
the police party. Finding that the fire from the police 
party was ineffective, Shri Satya Narayan Singh crawled 
about 15 meters towards the place from where dacoits 
were firing and a hand grenade on the dacoits which re- 
sulted in the death of one dacoit and dislodging oL the 
others. The dacoits directed concentrated fire on Shri 
Satya Narayan Singh but he shot dead one more dacoit. 


Shri Damar Bahadur who was leading a small group 
of striking party saw the dacoits running into the Nallah. 
Shri Damar Bahadur directed his men to take position 
and block the route of escape of the dacoits and he him- 
sell started crawling towards the dacoits One of the 
dacoits noticed his movement and fired at him with his sten. 
gun, Shn Danrur Bahadur remained undeterred and in 
disregard of his personal safety, stood up in the open 
and shot dead one dacoit 
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In the encounter, all the offlers mentioned above exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry and without caring for their 
personal safety killed 13 dacoits.

No. lG/2/74-CS(II).— The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Institute of Secretariat Training & 
Management Department of Personnel & Administrative 
Reforms in the Cabinet Secretariat, Nfcw Delhi in 1974 for 
the purpose of filling temporary vacancies reserved far regularly 
appointed Class IV Staff in the Lower Division Grade of the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service, the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service and Grade VI of the Indian Foreign 
Service Branch (B) are published for general information . 

The candidates who are admitted to the examination will 
be eligible to compete for vacancies in the Lower Division 
Grade : 

(i) in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, if they 
are working in the Ministries/Offices participating 
in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 

(ii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service 
if they are employed in the Armed Forces Flead- 
quarters and Inter Service Organisations; and 

(iii) in Grade VI of the IFS(B) if they are employed 
in the Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions 
abroad. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Instimtc of Secretariat Training & Management Department 
of Personnel & Administrative Reforms in the Cabinet Secre- 
tariat.

8. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Institute 
guilty of impersonation or submitting fabricated docu- 
ment or documents which have been tampered with or of 
making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission 
to the examination or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall or its precincts or of not complying 
with the instructions issued by the Institute or the Super- 
visor/Tnvigilator mav in addition to rendering him9elf liable 
to criminal prosecution : 

fa) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Institute from admission to any examination

th) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules. 

9. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

10. After lire examination, the candidates who qualify at 
the typewriting test or arc exempted therefrom, will be 
arranged by the Institute in three separate lists, in the order 
of merit, as disclosed by aggregate marks finally awarded to 
each candidate and in that order so many candidates as are 
found by the Institute to be qualified by the examination shall 
he recommended for appointment up to the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
Examination, in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service and Grade VI of 
1FS (B) respectively.

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Noti; — In the case of the disabled cx-Defence Services 
personnel a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be- considered 
adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

14. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
as a Class IV employee, or otherwise quits the Service or 
severs his connection with it or whose services are terminated 
by his Department or who is appointed to an ex-cadre post 
or to another Service on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien 
on a Class IV post will not be eligible for appointment on 
fhe results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Class IV employee who 
has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with 
the approval of the competent authority.
